was peculiarly peſtered, 

Tur Gratitude is due to Benofacters, and 
the higheſt Praiſes to the MOST. PE R. 
FECT Being; are Truths as evident, as that 
all the Angles, and Sides, of a Square muſt be 
equal ; — and that parallel Lines can never meet. 
In judging of ſuch obvious Truths, and of the 


common actions in Life, every attentive Mind 


perceives the neceſſary difference betwixt moral 
Good and Evil, (or Right, and Wrong, in act- 
ing,) as clearly, as, by our Eyes, we diſtin- 


guiſh different Colours, or Figures; and diſ- 


cern a crooked Line from a ſtreight one. 

* In explaining the nature of Praiſe, I ſaid 
enough to coavince you that it is not merely 
good in itſelf, but the moſt excellent act of 
Devotion : becauſe it is the moſt generous 
and unſelfiſh inſtance of Worſhip we can 
render to Almighty G O D. For, in praiſing 
Him, our Minds are not only fixed upon His 


moſt amiable Perfèctions; but we act from 


the nobleſt Principle : and for the beſt End; 
by aiming more directly to diſplay His Glory, 
than to promote our own Good. So that 
our Praiſe and Devotion become as pure and 
* diſintereſted, as our preſent Condition, and 
the nature of the Duty will permitt.

2. Our Praiſes and Thankſgivings are not 
only good and right in tbemſelves; but they 
are good and beneficial: to 26; — becauſe to 
every ingenuous Spirit, they muſt be highly 
pleaſant. Whatever Satisfaction there is in 
Friendſhip, and Benevolence; — whatever Plea- 
ſure in conſcious Worth, and ſocial Affections; 
— whatever Joy. ariſeth from, juſt Thoughts, 
wiſe Views, and well-governed Paſſions; — all 
this delight and ſatisfaction, in a much higher 
degree, (more refined, more ſublime, and tranſ- 
porting) muſt flow from our acts of religious 
Gratitude, and Praiſe, For, tben, our beſt 
Facultys are (or ſhould be) fully imployed up- 
on the moſt excellent Object, and in the fitteſt 
manner: whence muſt ariſe the fulleſt Com- 
placency, - and the moſt exalted Joy.
